The following di- 
visions of diplomatic agents into f mr 
classes is, however, generally a< .y • 
led: (1) Ambassadots, legates and 
nuncios; (2) Ministers. Envoys and 
others accredited to sovereigns; (II) 
licsideut Ministers; (4) Charges d'- 
Aff sires. 

Ambassadors represent Uie person 
of their sovereign aud an* recetvid 
with almost eipial dignity to that 
which would lie accorded him. Min- 
isters, in coutradistiu- .tion, are re- 
garded as representing their sovereign 
in his affairs rather thau in his per- 
son. The Ministers resident deal 
usually with the Mate Department, 
aud not with tlie person of the ruler 
of the foreign country. Charges 
d’ Affaires act in the absence of their 
Ministers, and are therefore only 
what may be termed substituted rep- 
reseuiatives.
